Methodist Episcopal church. 
An elo- 


quent sermon appropriate to the ap-' 
preaching holiday was delivered by tha 
pastor. Rev. C. Claud Travis. Replete 
with interest to old and young and al- 
together helpful and instructive was 
the discourse, which elicited close at- 
tention throughout (ts delivery. Spe- 
cial music- was rendered by the quar- 
tet- Busing his sermon on ^he text, 
"In Everything Give Thanks," the pas- 
tor spoke in part as follows: 


"Each generation 
has 
Us 
special 


cause for gratitude. Thanksgiving for 
deliverance from the clutch of drought; 
the sword of war; the noisy tumult; 
the black wing of pestilence; the teeth 
of famine. 


"We say, however, that Thanksglv- 


. Ing day is an American Institution. It 
was first observed in 1021 when Gox- 
ernor Bradford sent four men to the 
.forest to get a thanksgiving dinner for 
the colony. The people repaired to the 
church, which was a rude log struc- 
ture on the top of Plymouth hill, a 
hind of a citadel, the lower part a 
meeting house, the roof a barricaded 


~ platform on which were mounted six 


small cannon. Around 
this. meeting 


house were built seven log houses anc 
the people ' on this/first thanksgiving 
day in America numbered a scant one 
hundred. 


"And for wh0*ywere they thankful 


Around them ^ re bleek fields and a 
pathless wilderness;, in the shadow 


'• lurked savage beasts-and more savag 


men; tears and hardship; sickness an 
death had been their portion. In fou 
months nearly half of their-number ha 
died and at one time during that firs 
awful winter only six or • seven ha 
strength enough left to nurse the dyln 
and bury' the dead'. ' But 'their courag 


• and fidelity never waned. 
And wit 


.that optimism which-faith in God ca 
alone give they saw the 'earth gro 


resale with benevolence. 
They saw 


:he best that glimmers In the worst: 
:hey tasted the fruit before the blos- 
soms fell: they heard the lark within 
the songless egg. 


"This is our inheritance on Thanks- 


giving day. It is pitiful to note that 
thanksgiving is not the most conspic- 
uous grace of human nature. The sun 
shines on eighty millions of our peo- 
ple, but how many will go to church 
to thank Him who rules the sunbeams. 
We are all fed and clothed by the same 
hand, but where one acknowledges the | 
debt a hundred forget it or pass it 
lightly. 


"The .true spirit of thanksgiving la 


not found In feasting only. Many, alas! 
have this idea. The kitchen Is their 
shrine, the cook thelp .priest, the table 
their altar, their stomach 
their god.

In proportion as the church sends out 
•this Influence to mankind Is Its power 
limited.

Was it 
the philosophy of science? Was It the 
labor problem which presented Itself? 
Who would dare stand up and say1 it 
was not the Christ of the ages demand- 
ing equal and exact 'justice for all 
men? yes, It was the Christ of the 
ages and-you will find Him back of 
every public movement for good.

It also is appar- 
ent that some permanent provision can 
be made for men to sustain themielves 
under circumstances similar to those 
which invested the miners who saved 
themselves at Cherry.

The weak can- 
not survive until; help comes to us. 
Why should we sacrifice our own live'*, 
we 'who' have a-nghtlng chance for life, 
by giving our precious water to those 
who are doomed, anyway." 


When tha men first found'themselves 


cooped up they turned naturally to Ed- 
dy and Wake for leadership. 
These 


men are' scientific miners. They have 
had the advantage of years of.prac- 
tical 'experience. The rank and file ol 
the miners looked up to and respectec 
thfmT"' 


After-they had taken command thej 


gave.-out directions to the men to bulk 
up walls at the end ot their galleries 
This wall was calked with wet mine 
dust tp Keep out the smoke and black 
damp. 


When the task had been complete! 


the men found themselves facing a des- 
perate future with nothing to dp. There 
was virtually no food and little wE.ter 
Idleness and their sufferings imme- 
diately began to have their effect.on 
the minds of the men. 


Want Water Divided. 


"The first two pr three days," said 


Antpniese, ."were days of constant dif 
flcuitles.

Every one was brought -to see that our | 
only hope of saving ourselves was to 
stick together. The men who tad 
fought ma'de their peace with each 
other. We became a united band. <Se- 
t?rmlned to stick together until death 
ended our tortures or we were saved. 


"Many of the men took' turns beside 


the sick, talking to and 
comforting 


them. 
Eddy wanted to give up and 


die. but the others told htm that there 
was hope; that he would be saved. 
The little boy Buonflllo Rugeri wept 
often. He was very weak, but said he 
did not want to die. We talked to him 
and gave him water. We found some 
crusts of bread and shared them with 
him. 
Some of the men found some, 


squeezed lemon'peels, a great delicacy 
to men who had been eating 
their 


hatbands and chewing the leather of 
their shoes. We divided these up care- 
fuly and gave them to the sick. 


Thirst Becomes Intense. 


"My own personal experience was 


that I did not suffer from hurfger. The 
heavy air and the lack 
of 
exercise 


dulled all but one of the appetites. But 
the craving for water was awful. Dur- 
ing the last two .days men could be 
heard 
constantly 
moaning. 
either 


awake or in their sleep, 
for 'drink, 


drink, drink.' 


"As a whole, however, the men bore 


theinseives welt The fear of death 
wn» upon us all. but we fought off the 
instinctive terror by talk, by singing 
and by prayer. Sometimes we got up 
and walked around our 
prison for 


bourn at a time. 


"It was strange to see how the dif- 


ferent races acted. The English sang, 
the French talked, -the Italians grayed 
and the Austrian* and Lithuanians 
wept Often the English and the Ital- 
ians would join In singing hymns. At 
first John Lorimer. a Scotchman, was 
the leader. 


" 'Abide with me. fast falls the even- 


tide: The darkness deepens. Lord with 
me abide.' 


Lorn Scotchmen's Song. 


• "This was his favorite spn. We all 
learned it. Even the Austrians. who 
at flrst did not join In the singing, took- 
it up. 
When Lorimer 
became 
too 


weak to le«d' us some of the other 
Scotchmen took his place. 


"I believe that the services we held 


in that black prison made us all bet- 
ter men. I shall never forget those 
twenty-one half-starved, thirst-crazy 
men raising their voices all together 
in that chamber to the God who made 
the light and the green fields that 
most of us expected never to see again. 
Religion has a new meaning to me 
now. 
I have been so close 
to the 


boundary that divides this world from I a sortie o« into the, corridor fro*n 
the next that I fetl as though I had j vrblch we were walled off.

had a glimpse Into eternity. I know j -v.'e all agreed to this except one 


"When Saturday came and with It 


now how weak and feeble man Is and j man, a Frenchman named Paul. I do 
how strong the hand of the. Almighty j not know his last name. Paul said 


that it would be better if one man 
went out alone. He said that he felt 


no help, no sound of approaching res- j strong. If .we would let him he would 
cuers. we all knew Instinctively that go out into the corridor, he would try 
the last hours had come. Before that 
day passed all of us would be dead 
men unless help came. The air about 
us was thick, but it gave the lungs no 
sustenance. The few lamps that we 
fiared to light burned dimly. We had 
no food; many of the 
men. had not 


eaten a mouthful for five days. As 
they staggered about in the gloom we 
could see how unsteady were, 
their 


limbs and could catch 
glimpses of 


their wasted faces. But this was not 
the worst. Our supply of water was 
almost gone. There was not enough 
left to sustain life in twenty-one men: 


Agree* to Tempt Death. 


"Clelland. who was the strongest, 


called a conference. 
He and Waitn 


did most of the -talking. 
They' said 


that the end was near 
and that It 


would be better for us to die a quick 
death in the black damp than to perish 
slowly from 
thirst 
and ' starvation. 


They proposed that we wait a little 
while, and then, if no help came, make 


to find a way of escape. 


"We saw the sense of this and 


pierced a hole through the wall big 
enough for Paul to get through. 
He 


stepped out and walked perhaps nfty 
yards. There he fell down dead. 


"That was a terrible blow to us. We 


knew then that the black damp lay out 
In the corridor waiting for us.

were determined, though, not to give 
up. and after a few hours began to 
plan another sortie. , 


Find Air Still Good. 


"A smajl hole was cut In the wall 


and we tested the air. We found it a 
little better. 
Eight of the strongest,
